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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2 and 3, Applicant argues that the 
combination of Hoj and Muramatsu would not have been made by one of ordinary skill in the art. More specifically, Applicant states that the 
structure of the filter bodies of the two references are entirely different and Hoj teaches away from using any filter body structure other than 
the one disclosed therein. The examiner respectfully disagrees with these arguments. The purpose that the modification of Hoj using 
Muramatsu was made, was to address the claimed porosity of the membrane of Hoj. Hoj is completely silent as to the porosity of the 
membrane layer. It is the examiner's position that, although the filter of Hoj and Muramatsu are not identical, the purpose of the two layers 
in each reference are generally the same (to inhibit flow through the filter in order to increase contact time with a catalyst), and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to utilize the porosity of Muramatsu to address the missing/silent porosity of the 
membrane layer in Hoj. In addition to the rejection made, the examiner would like to note that a variable, such as the porosity, is a 
commonly varied property of a catalytic filter, especially one in which the inhibition of flow is desired. Too high of a porosity, and the flow 
will not be inhibited properly, too low of a porosity, and the flow will be inhibited too much. Variation of a common variable such as this is 
well known in the art and would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill. 
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
